In addition to their basic wages , the workers shall be cligible to get 
variable D.A. for every day of work linked to the latest available Consumer 
Price Index numbers published for Ernakulam Centre by the Bureau of 
Economic and Statistics of the Government of Kerala at the rate of 2 paise . 
for every five full points above 800 points . 

In case the employees anywhere are actually in receipt of higher wages 
than the Minimum Wages fixed they shall continue to get the benefit of 
such higher wages .
